London, Feb. 24. — Tho Britisli gov-: 
ernment is not so apprehensive re** 
garding the situation In tho Balkana 
as are some of the other governments; 
of Europe, according to. despatches re-;? 
celvcd here from>.ya'rlou8'''capitals' on" 
the continent. Tho foreign ofllco o£ 
course recognizes that an undue pro- 
longation of tlio tensioif between 
Austria-Hungary and Servia is dan- 
gerous,, but it is hopeful of an early 
relaxation In the situation. So far as 
is known here oflicially, Germany has,;; 
not taken any notion to relieve. Jthai;; 
situation nor offered her good offloos; 
France Uneasy. 
Paris, Feb. 24. — The attitude assum-' 
ed by Austria-Hungary and Russia ill 
tho difllculty between the fornw pow- 
er and Servia is creating considerable 
uneasiness liere. Franco is anxious .to 
play the role of pacifier, but Germany 
having declined tho French, British 
and Italian overtures for intervention 
at Vienna, and suggested intervention 
at Belgrade, the Frencli government 
has decided in view of the attitude 'of 
Russia to initiate no new action except 
with tho complete approval of Russia 
and Groat Britain. ■ 

Russia Pessimistic. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 24. — The pes- 
simism with regard to tho Balkan 
crisis Is steadily deepening in diplo- 
matic circles, •\vhero It Is believed 
that Austrian action against Servia 
may bo . expected within a fortnight 
unless a solution to tho present grave 
problem is soon arranged. Foreign of- 
fice officials state that Russia is not 
disposed to consider an Invasion of 
Servia as a casus belli, but there Is 
fear that the government's hand may 
bo forced by popular feeling, The 
beginning of hostilities would throw 
thousands of Russian volunteers into 
tho Servian ranks. Tho duma leaders 
who visited tlie foreign office today ex- 
pressed themselves as .convinced that 
war is inevitable. Infoifrhation'reoeiV'i ) 
ed today from Kiev Indicates - that no ! 
measures have'yet' been undertaken on 
the southwestern frontier, 'but ail apj- 
plications by officers for lea-ve of ab- 
sence have been refused, and tho Kiev 
department Is ready for mobilization. 
Germany Hopeful. 
Berlin, Feb. 24. — There is no reason 
to boliovo that tli(;ro will bo an out- 
break of war between Austria and 
Servia, according to tho view held in 
the most authoritative circles. Tho 
alarmist reports are regarded as being 
muclt exaggerated. It is alleged, how- 
over, tliat tho situation is not clear 
and will remain clouded until these 
powers which like France are striving 
to maintain peace, make their voices 
heard at St. Petersburg and induce 
Russia to notify Belgrade . that In the 
event of war Servia cannot lely upon 
either direct or indirect support. 
Wlicthor Russia and. the other powers 
will use their influence in peaceful , 
support of Servia; . It. is ..believed, do- 
pendB ,tdvaigr<jat .extiSfit on their suo'* 
cess%lihi(ibrinigIh'gBtl>o;f ;Servians to a . 
csllmr' attitude lappriSprlate; to, th cir- 
cumstances. ' It is, not considered likely - 
that Great Britain and Italy would 
object to intervene at Belgrade; in 
conjunction with France, In order to 
preserve peace. The real key of the . 
situation for tho moment Is Russia, 
whose decision is eagerly awaited. The 
Seuddeutsche Relohskorrespondens!, 
which is considered Chancellor Vou 
Buelow's organ, says: "Tho Oriental 
situation is momentarily controlled by 
tlio position whicli tlio powers havo 
taken. Tho question is liow and when 
the powers should act so as to prevent 
an open breacli between Vienna and- 
Bolgraile. Propositions looking to such 
action have been made, but .sueces.y can 
only be secured if consider;Ulon' is 
previously given to tlio maiiitonanco of 
good relations between the great pow- 
ers, that I'^uroiie may not bo divided 
into pro-Servian and anti-Scrviau 
camps. Happily on tlie main point no 
difference exist. The demands of 
'Big Servia' for an extension of terrl- 
tor.v to tho Adriatic and .autonomy for 
Bosnia and Herzegovina are Imiiossiblo 
of fuUlllment wiliiout war. Servian 
statesmen know that. Perhaps they 
would not bo disappointed if as many 
powers as possible, without 'threats, 
pointed out a reasonable solution oC 
the affair, whlcli they could then pro- 
sent to tho excited element of Servia. 
It cannot bo stated in advance wheth- 
er Europe will decido tormake such a 
demonstration."

The debate on Llio ijiidgel came to 
an end at yesterday afternoon's sitting 
of the legislature. The feature of tho 
close of the debate was an addrt!.ss by 
II. B. Thomson ( Vletorin) whieli was 
an elociuent plea for the future of tho 
iron Industry on Vancouver Island, 
and for the encouragement of. fruit- 
growing nnd the in'oservatlon of tho 
in'ovlnclal fore.stH, . . . , 1 

An Important .stafoment was made 
ye'.iterday by the nilnl.ster of llnanco 
anil a.y^rleulture regarding the ostab- 
lishment of an agricultural college In 
tho [irovlnce. Mr. Tatlow announced, 
in rei)ly to a .stalement made by tho 
member for Delta, that such a college 
would bo established In connection 
with the proposed B. unlveralty. 

Tlic budget debate was opened by 
H. B. Thomson (Victoria). Mr. Thom- 
son .said tliat after tlie full e.\po.sltlon 
of the llnaiielal situation of tlie i:ro- 
vlnce as given In tl\e finance minister's 
speech it was almost unnecessary for 
a private member to deal with the 
budget. Tliere ^vere, however, a few 
details on which he wished to touch. 
Fruit Growing Prospects. 
Ho was glad to see that an addi- 
tional sum was to be voted for tho 
preservation of the frull trees of tho 
province and to deal with the fruit 
pests. This step was a very important 
one at present. It was almost im- 
l)OKalb!e wliat tho fruit i)roduction of 
the state of Oregon would be U" that 
state was as free from fruit pest as 
British Columbia. The figures Issued 
by the U. S. de])artment of agricul- 
ture showed that in the years from 
1S9G to 1908, In spite of the largo acre- 
age of fruit trees planted in the west- 
ern states, the api)le crop of tlie United 
States had shown an enormous de- 
crease. In 1SU6, 6!) million barrels of 
apples were produced; in Ifl08, 25 mil- 
lion barrels, a decrease in twelve 
years of 45 million barrels. The rea- 
son ft)r this was that the older or- 
chards of the eastern and ^nlddle -west- 
ern states were lhfested_wlth;thc fruit 

"Some of our frult'/grQWefSihero arc 
afraid that Ihey' wlll'not'^flnd'a'niarkot 
for their fruit," said Mr. Thomson. 
"Those figures .will show that there 
is no need for any such fear. In the 
United States in 1908, had it not been 
for the states of Washington. and Ore- 
gon, there would have been an apple 
famine, and therefore a large impor- 
tation from Canada." 

Ho stated that the Victoria Krult 
Growers' association was looking far- 
ther atleld than the markets of the 
northwest. This year sample .ship- 
ments of apples were sent to China, 
Japan and Australia, and large or- 
ders were looked for ne.\t year. This 
organization this year shipped $30,000 
worth of fruit to the prairley. The 
association slilpped 21,000 boxes of 
ippics, 2,500 bo.\es of poar.H, .30,000 
crates of strawberries nnd 31,500 crates 
of small fruits. in the district sur- 
rounding Victoria tlicre was 50,000 
acres of land availalile for fruit rais- 
ing. .\\\ that was now ncodod was to 
go ahead and prosecute tho industry 
as vigorousl.v as ijosslljle. 

Tiie Iron Industry. 
Tlie moniber for Cowlclian had in 
his sijcech referred to the possibilities 
of the iron Industry on Vancouver 
Island. Just at present this matter 
was one of the utmost importance, said 
Mr. Thomson. In 1907 tho in-cmier liad 
outlined the plicy of the government 
on this fiuestion, stating that a lax 
would be Imposed on .'ill iron ores 
mined In British Columbia, and a 
heavy bounty would be offered for iron 
ort; smelted In the province. 

Vancouver island wtis most fortun- 
ately .-jltuated with regard to its iron 
deposits. Not aioni- on tho west coast, 
but on the east coast as well and on 
Texada island there were vast iron do- 
p(jsits. Already plff irun from Texada 
Island had been used in the construc- 
tion of several United States battle- 
ships, the Nebraska at Seattle, and tho 
Ol.vnipia, Monterey, Charleston and 
Oregiiii at .San Francisco.' If the Am- 
ijrieims could get iron'Jn their own 
tLrrllor\- they would not come hero 
for it. ■ . ■ 

In other respects also Vancouver 
Island had groat advantages for tho 
nianufacturovof . pig Iron. ^. Wc can 
mamifacture'/plfirvlrbn l^eres'fpr' $12 a 
ton as agulnsti-SlBva/.ton : In ' Tacoma 
md Seattle,' and ; thlB; does not take 
account '"of ' any iDomlriloh, bonus. The 
main reasbtf for 'this Is' the eheai) and 
economical way wo can assemble our 
materials. The Island Is cut up by 
waterways nnd almost all tlu^ Iron de- 
posits are on water. \V(; liave also 
coal mined here that l.s not surpassed 
on the continent. Not only Is our coal 
KuperlcM' to tliat used in IIk- .state of 
"Washington, ljut also to tlu.' coal used 
In the Carne(;ie wcn-ks in I'ittsburg. 
The Pltt.sbnrg coal contains 59.70 i)er 
cent, of fixed carlioii us against (",8.2.5 
l!i our coal; and its asli Is 7.1(3, as 
against 5.92 In our coal. The analysis 
is twiMity per cent. In favor of tlie 
mnnufacturc of pig Iron on Vancouver 
island. 

in 1891 Japan bought three niillhm 
dollars' worth of pig iron on tlie Pacific 
coast, prlnci|):illy at Seattle. In 1901 
slie liouglit six milllon.s \vortli. There 
was no reason wliy we should not have 
largo iron works here at an early 
date, in leaving tho subject of iron 
Mr. 'I'liomnon quoted Andrew Carne- 
gie's statement: 1 '■. . 

"The seat of ninniifactU^lrig;lB now, 
and will contir.ue to be;-.5„mo'ro and 
more, simply a (luestlon of whore the 
reiiulsite raw, .materials arc found un- 
der suitable- condltlb'ns. Capital and 
,skilled labor htive lost the power tiioy 
once iiad to attract raw materials. 
Thesi! now attract labor and capital." 
Tho Timber Commission. 

Mr. Tiiomson said that he was 
I)leasod that the inlnlRter of finance 
had provld'jd a siini of money for .a 
cominisHlon to Invcsdgato Into the 
wliole (luestlon of tlio lumber InislnesH. 
He (|Uotcd the staten-K'nt made by Air. 
I'hichot, head of the U. S. (li'p^irlnu'iU 
of forestrj-, that if the iircsent rat(? of 
caUHumptlon In that country continued 



the forests would bo depleted In twen- 
ty .years. The Increaiso of tho con- 
Bumption -was going on at an alarming 
rato and It was possible that tliis term 
of years was too short. 

The timber at present standing In 
B. C. was estimated at from eighty to 
one hundred billion- feet. At tho pre- 
sent rate of cutting this would be de- 
pleted in from 75 to 80 years. As tlio 
.timber -was cut off In the United 
States more American lumbermen were 
coiiilng over hero. It was easy to see 
that the timber in B. C. would be cut 
down in the next fifty years at tho 
least. It was time some steps were 
taken by the government in tlie mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Thomson dealt with the question 
of clearing land for farms on Vancou- 
ver Island. He suggested a. achemo 
whereby tho farmers might club to- 
gether, as in the vcase of tho creamery 
btiHlness. artd'^bwro'w money from the 
goveriunont for xlearlnE purposes, Tho 
clearing outfit costs from ;flv0i to six 
thousand dollars and It iwould ''ribt -bo 
a good Investment for any one farmer 
to buy this gear for Iilrnself. 

"Tlio government of B. C. is only a 
business proposition," said Mr. Thom- 
son in conclusion, "and comparing tho 
budget of 1903 -with that of 1908 it is 
not to be wondered, at that tlio great 
majority of the people of the, province 
contlnuo to be satisfied with and to 
.'iliow tlieir confidence In tho present 
nrtnilnistratlon." 

Mr. Oliver (Delta) then came into 
tlio deliato. He took up tlie .statement 
made by the member for Cowlclian 
tiKit the province was both "rich and 
lucky." Starting out witli this as his 
text he proceeded to show wlierein the 
minister 6f finance had been lucky In 
ills (/peratlons. 

The minister had congratulated tho 
province on its large sui'iihis. "When 
it w.is remeniliered tliat the reveniio of 
tile province hart exceeded the esti- 
mate of the minister of finance by only 
SO per cent., 11 was easily seen tliat 
the nilnlster was lucky, 

- . A Luckyj^Minlstor; V!',>, 

Regarding the loan of iDOSi the min- 
ister had also been lucky.? AVhcn this 
ten year' loan was mooted tlie opposi- 
tion had brought In an amendment to 
tho effect that, a.three year loan was 
.sufficient. Cbndlfldns'/ had changed 
more rapidly ithiin : anybody could an- 
tlcliiate, and within five years tho pro- 
vince was able to pay off the loan. 

Mr. Oliver drew attention again to 
the special warrants, by which $300,000 
had becn.■^';8p'eht■./.^jy' the government, 
without the' cbhsdhf of the people, on 
development of the province. He said 
that this development work was for 
tho most part developing opposition to 
the liiberal party at the last Dominion 
election. He referred first to the 
SOS. 000 expended in Richmond district. 

The premier said that this work had 
been completed long before the Do- 
minion election. 

Mr. Oliver snid that in Xovembcr 
and December last the government had 
a large force of men and teams on the 
roads hauling gravel, up to their knees 
in mud. He said this liail not been 
practising economy. In October, No- 
vember and Deeenibor large sums had 
been spent on roads in Chilllwack, :,ind 
upwards of $0,000 had been spent on 
the New "Westminster bridge. One 
item in oonnecllon with tiie bridge was 
$3S5 for sand. Not eno'ugii ironwork 
had licen cleaned to keep a man paint- 
ing for twelve hours. Moreover, he 
.said, tolls were Mtill collected on that 
bridge, altliougli sorely tlie province 
was now In ii iiositloii to abolisli tliein. 

"These toU.s," said Mr. Oliver, "are 
llio greatest bar there Is to the set- 
tlement and development of thePraser 
river district." 

'I'ho minister of finance had dilated 
at length on tho agricultural condi- 
tions of tlio couiitr.v. A great deal of 
I money had been spent liy the govern- 
jnient in Insiiectlon of this iiiiil that, 
I whic-h could liave lieen expended to 
I lictter advantage on experimental 
farms. Ho charged the minister of 
I finance with refuslne to establish these 
I institutions. 

Jlr. Tatlow here made the !innounco- 
nicnt that It was the intention of the 
government to make an agricultural 
college- part of the iiroposed provincial 
nnlversity. 

Mr. Oliver jiassed again to his own 
idlstrlct. There was not, he .said,, a 
better agricultural section < In"' atiy: part' 
of B. C. and yet a great 'flear of the 
land was In the hands, of men ' who 
hold large tracts at exdrbltant prices. 
Settlers are charged from fifty to onr 
hundred- dollars ahjucre for bush land 
that:5lt;.rire(inlre8 : $160, ;ian acre to clear. 
Development • could': flot take place as' 
long as'.thesc^condltlons existed and it 
was the' dutyror the Hiouse; to doylse -a 
remedy.' •i-i./ ' ■ -M -(..'."^'iV 'rs'^A^"*"/';!,'. ' 

Mr. OUyer next- littacked/the. (■pre- 
emption ' record ;pfv theVt,sovernm|8nt. 
The cohiiltloris uiider %hlch 'pfo-emp- 
tlbn records -were - granted ' were not 
satisfactory. The settlers were fre- 
tiucntly the hirelings of the specula- 
tor, and . there was , insufflcient Inspec- 
tion; - Tlio .true IndexVdf . the ainquiit' of 
land pre-empted •• and 4«oW' ' was the 
a:mounl .• deeded, a,nd ;riot 'thatj appliecl 
for.' During. the/-;rpast,"' year ''163,000 
acres of land had >lioen 'deeded to pur- 
chasers and only liiOOO acres to pre- 
cmptors, ■ In other .'■tt'ords four-flftlis 
had gone to 'speculators, and lio_ twit- 
ted tho Conservatives • on having re- 
cently changed their policy In that re- 
spect. It w^s only when forced to that 
they had , recognized tho rights of tho 
settlers;": 

He renewed, the attack on tho tim- 
ber, polltjy of the; !gover.nnient, . t which, 
had 'been, made durlng'>th8 !*-aebato on 
tlKJ.address, and olnimcid;that''thoy had 
admlttodjtho failurss , of thblr past 
policies by twlcij -changing it. . 

"Arid yet the premier tells us there 
is no hurry for six, ' twelve or eighteen 
months. And all,'. tho time out timber 
Is being slaughtered and 'burnt vvMh 
for'i.st llres." 

An Alarming Situation 

Tho speaker contended that an 
alarniln.g situation had been created, 
which even tlie government had recog- 
nized by clapping on a reserve, the 
wisest tiling tiiey had f^vcr done. 
Notiiing had been done since then. A 
conimlHsion was )iroposed. , and an 
American o::jiurt had also been brought 
In on the llsliories question. 'The coun- 
try was tired of Aniorieaii experts, 
when there were jilenly of Caiiadlan.s 
just as good. Such a niaii, too, was 
likely to I)-.: biased In favor of Ameri- 
can i-iipltal. 

He went 011 to accut-e the member 
for (Jowlchan for Irivlng incorrectly 
quoted ofllcial flgurea regjtrdhig the 
Dominion lecnipts and exiiendltures 
from B. C. tlsliorles, windliig ii|) b.v 
saying lliat the iiKMiiber for ('mvichan 
slioiild reserve .such statements for the 
Indians on the reserve. Mr. Hayward 
Was not in tlio House wlieii tho bitter 
attack WHS niude on liini, but ho stat- 
ed afterwards that lil.s fll,'urc-3 worn 
correct, and had been correctly re- 
ported In tile iireas. 

Turning to tlio Immigration ques- 
tion Mr. Oliver wanted to know what 
tho atfornuy.generol was going to do 
about It. i 



Mr. Bowser — "The Dominion' Gov- 
ernment has disallowed my bill." 

Mr. Oliver suggested tliat tliero had 
been time to get the appeal before thu 
Privy Council before the disallowance, 
and then made an Impassioned plea on 
liehalf of the Hindus. Ho said that lio 
had seen tliem liorded togctlier in con- 
ditions In wliicli tho flpcaker would 
not keep his pigs, and begged the gov- 
ernment to bring down legislation to 
alleviate those conditions. 

Ho renewed tho old tale of persecu- 
tion of tho Frnsor River risliermoii, 
and then jumping to tho railway situa- 
tion complained that it cost .$5, '20 a 
ton In carload lots to bring potatoes 
from Delta to Victoria over the Vic- 
toria, Terminal & Sydney railway. 

Tho premier romarke^l that ho un- 
derstood that the ' mainland portion of 
tliat road had licon declared for tho 
genernl benefit of Canada, and so tho 
province had no Jurisdiction. How- 
ever, he wouid c.'iuso enquiry to bo 
made into the matlor. 

Next going north to Prince Rupert, 
Mr. Oliver announced that the G. T. P. 
had got the hotter of the govcriinienc 
at every turn, and .tlieii proceeded to 
dig up the ancient story of the Kalon 
Pdancl deal an he saw it. He declared 
tliat the government had received $10,- 
Ono while the G. T. P. had paid $10,000, 
and ho wanted the n ttorney-goiieral to 
find out who got the dIfCorence. lie 
asserted tliat every beiioficlal line of 
policy adopted by tho gov(Tnment had 
been taken from tlie I^iberals, winding 
up with a peror.-ithni In ' whlcii lie 
claimed that by giving away conces- 
sions to comiianlos and charter hunt 
er.s the government was sowing seeds 
Of distrust which would lead to a crop 
of revolution. 

IVIr. Siiatford's Address. 

The debate was wound up by L. ■\V. 
.Shatford (.Slmilkamecn) who con- 
gratulated the finance minister on be- 
ing able to announce such surpluses 
year after year. It was a great Ini- 
lirovement on the continual doflcits of 
former governments, and in addition 
there was the splendid record of the 
reduction of tlie net debt of tho pro- 
vince by some 4V- millions In the past 
five years. This showing demon- 
strated that the government had pro- 
tected the best Interests of the pro- 
vince. It was noticeable and a matter 
for congratulation that this condition 
had only been readied upon the intro- 
duction of part.v lines and tho acoes- 
idon to (lower of a Conservative gov- 
ernment. This administration had 
ushered in a period of jirospcrlt.v, and, 
in a measure at least, was entitled to 
credit for th:it prosperity. 

In regard to the estimates he was 
glad to see that a large sum had been 
set aside for the building of roads and 
bridges. Representing as he did a min- 
ing and agricultural constituency he 
knew how important they wore, though 
he Komctlmes thought that only the 
prospector fully realized wliat a bene- 
fit a good road was to a country wlilcli 
was being opened no. It was a boon 
to miner and farmer alike and he 
heartily endorsed the jiollcy of the gov- 
ernment in this respect. 

Mr. .Sliatford was also glad to see 
an Increased sum in the estimates on 
account of liorticultiire. This was an 
Industr.v of vast imjiortance and in the 
Simllkanieen they liad demonstrated 
that there were thousands of acres of 
the finest agricultural and horticul- 
tural lands an>-wdicrp. Tho growers of 
Similkaiiieen got (he first pi lzes almost 
over.v time they showed their friiit. At', 
New "Westminster Jlr. Rlckcitt, a-jllo- 
iieei- fruit grn\i-or. won 14 first and 14,' 
second )ii-i-.!es last year.

The figures of the mineral output 
were slightly less this year on account 
of the fall In tho price of metals, but 
tho industry was prosperous. The min- 
ing resources, of. SImllkameen were 
known not only to the liou-ic* .but to 
tho outside world. The Nlcklc Plato 
mine,', for f instance, was one of tho 
richest mines In tho province and it 
would not be long before there were 
several Nlcklo. Plates recognized In 
SImllkameen. Immense bodies of the 
finest coal had also been discovered 
In that favored district and it would 
not be long before the speal;er's con- 
stituency was recognized as one of the- 
richest sections of the banner pro- 
vince of Canada.

Mr. Oliver (Delta) moved that an 
humble address bo presented to His 
Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor, pray- 
ing tliat he will cause to be transmit- 
ted to tiie House a copy of the order- 
In-Councll of .\prll 17, 1907, einbod>-- 
ing a resolution ol this House of tho 
ICtli April, 1907, In respect, to freight 
and fiassenger rates cliarged on rail- 
ways In British Coluinbia. 

In nioving this resolution, Mr. Oliver 
ehargi;d the governnient with <lela.v.

Brussels, Feb. 23.— Tho Colonial 
Council for -the Congo Iicid a meeting 
recently, ;and according to an oHici'al 
communique, approved by eleven votes 
against two a' degree providing for 
tho employment of black laborers by 
private companies. 

The sitting . of the council was sec- 
ret, arid'as,,;thefCommun!quo -ivas nut 
cleart lnauirjr^<;,waB ;mado and it was 
found that »a councillor had jirotcstcd 
against, the decree, which Is illegal, as 
it -compels natives tp work for" private 
companies, while the Colonial Law 
prohibits this... ' • 

It Is strange that' Inipbrtant sittings 
of tho council "should bo held In cam- 
era. Tho mystery which surrounds 
the politics of tho former Congo State 
Is being continued by the Colonial Ad- 
ministration. . . 

This is a test case and shows that 
the Colonial Council can bo counted 
upon to uphold the practice of forced 
labor levies for "public works" despite 
tho vigorous protests of a considerable 
section of tho Chamber, •. It : Is slgnl- 
llcant, however, that a'.'jniajorlty'. of tho 
t:ol6nIaI Council is nbmliititbd by tho 
King In person.

The department has experienced dif- 
ficulty, ns in former years, in secur- 
ing the services of • thoroughly com- 
petent men for lecturing and prac- 
tical demonstration V/Ork. This, it ia 
hoped to overcome, at least in part, 
by the'lhcrcnses rokdo, and to bo made, 
to tho pcrmanenVstaff of the agricul- 
tural departmpnt. It is planned to 
largely increaf.p demonstratlon.work in 
connection lylth the fruit Industry, in- 
cluding pruning, spraying, fruit grad- 
ing'-and piicltlng, stock judging classes 
and dfemonatratlons. It Is also hoped 
to seciure. the services of - experts on 
Irrigation and tho raising of . crops on 
irrigated lands. 

.; It is desired that the present meet- 
ing will, in conformity with tho spirit 
of 'the ; act • constituting it, consider 
carofuily , methods .for Improving and 
devolbplng;vFarmer9' Institute/ work 
genorally, It Is confidently expected 
that Its deliberations will result In pro- 
moting agricultural interests through- 
out the province, and - guide the de- 
partment in , institute work particu- 
larly. ' . 

In oonoluslori,- it is largely due. to tho 
efforts o£ the secretaries and direc-

A 
legislature without lawyers would bo 
productive of mischief, unless it em- 
ployed lawyers to supervise every 
legislative act. We often hear people 
complain that the laws are not drawn 
so tliat every one can understand 
tliem, but the experience of every one, 
who has had an opportunity of judg- 
ing, Is that more difficulty arises out 
of so-called "plain" enactments than 
any otiiers. A layman may draw up a 
section, which is perfectly Intelligible 
to him, but the next^ m who reads It 
may have some' doiibt as to Just what 
Is meant. Once a certain person con- 
solidated the statutes of an eastern 
province, and he sought to state them 
in plain, popular language. One day 
after the full coiirt and two or three 
counsel hod endeavored . to find out 
what one of tiiese simple sections 
meant, the Chief Justice remarked: 
"Tho Icglalaturo ought to have bound

In ocean voyages ships follow 
Great 'Circles when possible.- A Great. 
Circle is the shortest distance between 
two points on the surface of a globe. 
The Meridians are Great Circles; so 
are the Equator and the Ecliptic,- but 
■the parallels of latitude are. not. Hence 
If points lire duo north and south of 
each other,, the sTiortest distance b'^- 
twcen thorn Is , due 'north qp sg.utU; b.ti.t 
If points are., cdst-r or ' west'jofr caijh 
other the , shortest distance/- between 
them Is riot , east "or west, except 
on the Equator, ibut Is found by fol- 
lowing the.i llne vdf y the Great Circle 
upon which i.theyj'i'are both situated, 
Any two points) on the. globe can be 
connected'-with'^'each- other by a Great 
Circle. This Is elementary, but it Is 
well sometimes to be elementary. 

If wo take two points on the Asiatic 
coast, tiay Hong Kong and Yokohama, 
and drfl.vv Great Circles from them so 
as to intersect Prince Rupert, the 
North end of Vancouver Island and the 
entrance to the Strait of Juan do 
Fuca, tlio Circles, drawn, from Hong 
Kong will be found to pass through 
Manchuria, Kamschatka and south- 
western AUuska. The Circles drawn 
from Yokolianis will be found to pass 
tluoiigli the .Alaskan Peninsula. Hence 
It Is impossible to sail from either 
of the ports on one side of the Pacillc 
to a port on tlie other side, within the 
limits .mentioned, upon a Great Circle, 
and therefore the theoretically short- 
est line cannot be followed. But the 
parts of several Great Circles can bo 
CoUowed with advantage for a great 
part of the distance, the remainder 
of the voyage being on what is called 
rhumb linos. For these reasons there 
are always variations in the estimates 
made hy different people of the dis- 
tances between American and Asiatic 
I)orts. For example Admiral. Cochrane 
estimated the distance*" £r6;m,'-''a''?llno 
joining Cape Flattery and PoIntBbhllla 
to Yokohama' at 4,300vihileSj ; A'dmlral 
Itlchards at 4,115 imlles''%nd "Captain 
Graham at 4,103..; (Headers who ' care 
lo read some Interesting statistics and 
other information In regard to the 
western coast of Canada wlll flnd them 
in Sandford Fleming's Report on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Surveys, 
1877). The distances given hereuneler 
are the result of measurements made 
upon the chart of the North Pacific 
Ocean by an experienced navigator at 
my request, and they -svero afterwards 
conipai'ed wjth those made by the 
naval ofllcers above mentioned and 
others. I think that they will be found 
to be as accurate as any that have 
been made. , • i^iii'-,K>.'w«..

These distances are in geographical 
miles. That from Prince Rupert Is 
substantially the same as estimated by 
the Grand Trunk Paclilc Railway. The 
others agree substantially with the es- 
timates' made- by the' Canadian Paclflc, 
of the distance from Vancouver toi 
Yokohama^ if ;j the distance from the 
former city to"'' the several points Is 
subtracted. , 
It will be ob.'iorvQd that- Quatsino is' 
by estimate only -18 miles further from 
Yokohama than Prince Rupert Is, a 
difference which may be disregarded, 
especially as. the approach to Quatsino 
is directly from the open ocean, and 
hence the perils of tlic sea to be en-'' 
countered in approaching It are loss 
than those that may be encountered in 
approaching the northern port. 1 havo 
not estimated, the distance from 
Yokohama to Nootka, but it ia neces-, 
sarlly a little more than . to- Quatsino 
and a little less than to Barkley Sound, 
,but In either case the difference is so 
small as to bo negligible. 

The Approach from the Ocean. 
It is not my Intention to make com- 
parisons except when It Is absolutely 
necessary between the ports of Van- 
couver Island and those on the Main- 
land, and hence I shall confine myself 
just now only to references to the ap- 
proach to the former. And llrst as to 
Quatsino, and what Is said on this 
point has also application to a certain 
extent to Hardy Bay, which lies on tho 
east coast of the Island near its nor- 
thern end. Lying northwesterly off 
Capo Scott and about 25 miles out to 
sea is Triangle Island, a high rock, 
forming the outermost of a chain of 
Islets extending from the Cape, which 
it may be mentioned Is tho north- 
westerly point of Vancouver Island. 
Triangle Island Is 50 miles from tho 
entrance to Quatsino Sound. The 100- 
fathom line Is about 15 miles out.sldo 
of 1'rlanglo Island and hence 55 miles 
from Qu-atslno. This line, which is of 
great value to navigators owing to its 
being somewhat sharply defined lies 
further and further from the land as 
tho soutl^efnj part pf the. Island is ap- 
proaclied Worn' 'the nortli, until, mea- 
suring duo west from Bonllla Point, It 
Is 60 miles out to.sea.,^.The. late Capt. 
John Devereuis, of this 'city, laid spe- 
cial stress upon the value of thls'lOO-' 
fathom line In his "Statement" to bo 
found at page 308 of Sandford Flem- 
ing's Report above referred to, in which 
ho emphasizes the fact that the lino 
being further off shore opposite tho 
entrance of the Strait than it is more 
to north alongi tho . Island coast, 
it is "of greater service to tho mariner 
in thick weather "to warn him of his 
approach to the land and Us attending 
dangers." But to return to tlu; Im- 
portance of Triangle Island. Captain 
John T. "VValbran, in a letter to me 
written some years ago, pointed out 
that if a 25-'mile light were erected on 
Triangle, an approaching vessel bound 
to QuatKlno, would pick It up when 
5 miles out to .sea, and would liavc 
that light as a guide until a 25-nille 
light at the entrance of Quat.sino 
Sound could be picked up. With such 
lights, and with the soundings for a 
guide, and tho whole Pacific ocean be- 
hind him, a mariner approaching Quat- 
sino would be as free from peril as ho 
could be anywhere on any coast. A 
Ight on Triangle would also he of 
the greatest service to mariners mak- 
ng Nootka or Barkley Sound from 
the northwest. Indeed it would be a 
valuable aid to the navigation of all 
vessels approaching' the ' Vancouver 
Island shore from the northwest no 
matter how* far south their destination' 
might be. It would, algd. servo as a 
guide to vessels approaching Prince 
Rupert,fi;,om the southwest. I am not

port shall mention the (a) ages, coun- 
try of origin and calling, (b) offcncOs, 
length of term or dotontinn, (c) deatli.s, 
e.scai)os, pardons, or 'other liberations 
during the prcxedlr.ff' year; but in no 
case the. names of tlm inmates." 

Tills .''imendment wa.s accepted by 
Jlr. Bowser, and the bill was reported. 
Tho Pay of Jurors, 
Tho House, In committee, considered 
the attornoy-genernl's bill to amend 
tho Juror's act. Mr. AVllliams (New- 
castie) had an amendment increasing 
the i;ay of a juryman from two to 
three liollars a day. Mr. I^owsor did 
not think tho time had come for such 
a step. It would lead to a grave drain 
on the treasury. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte supported the 
amendment. He said that the Liberal 
govtiument at Ottawa had Inserted 
"fair wage" clauses in some of their 
I'jgislation, while, the good Conserva- 
tive government in British Columbia 
war, I'lijinp "ixab" wages. If tho jury- 
men were drawn from the professional 
class they would asic for $15 a day. 
The attorney-general had said that 
there was. a , great,, increase of crime.

000 bulletins and rcpofts'^vore' ' sent" 
out during the j-ear, mainly to in- 
stitute members. A larger number of 
supplementary- meetings have been 
hold than during the previous year, 
and the lecturers . fop.*; these i'^ have 
principally been arranged :f or iby< local 
institute ollicials. ■ - 

There is a growing tendency to make 
Farmers' Institutes something more 
than organizations for the purpose of 
hearing lecturers sent out ijy the de- 
partment. This I trust will proceed 
until tho various institutes become 
fully representative of the best thought 
and: agricultural- practice In-; their re- 
spective , districts; 

I rcgfet-to state that transcript.s- of 
only a'-^jdmall percentage of tho ad- 
dresses delivered at Institute meetings 
are . forwarded to the department It 
Is expected that in -future institute 
secretaries will comply with the ro- 
tiuirements of the act In this respect, 
and send transcripts of at least two 
addresses delivered during the year 
In each case. It Ls also to l)e re- 
gretted that in some institute dis- 
tricts no supplementary lueetliig.'i 
have been hold. This also is in dis- 
regard to the rcfiuircmonts of the act, 
and will, I trust, receive attention. 

Tho duties which devolve \ipnn in- 
stitute secretaries were dealt with fully 
In the report of tho late .■iupcrinteiiuent 
recently published and distributed. I 
desire to add that Institute directors 
are expected to give the secretaries 
every assistance possible; this special- 
ly necessary In' districts where tho 
members ore scattered over largo 
areas. ' 

Tho dopartment has experienced dif- 
ficulty, as In fornior yc^nr.s, in secur- 
ing the .•services of thoroughly com- 
petent men for lecturing and prac- 
tical demonstration work. This, it is 
hoped to overcome, at least In part, 
by the Inererisos made, and to be made, 
to the pornianont .staff of the agricul- 
tural department. It i.s planned to 
;argoiy increase demonstration work in 
connection with tho fruit indtlstry. In- 
cluding i)runlng, spraying, fruit grad- 
ing and packing, stock Judging classes 
and dcmonatratlons. It -Is also hoped 
to secure the services of experts on 
irrigation and tho raising of crops on 
Irrigated lands. 

. It is desired that tho present meet- 
ing will, In conformity with tho spirit 
of the act constituting It, consider 
carefully methods for imi.r.oving and 
developing Farmer.s' Institute work 
generally. It l» confidently expected 
that its deliberations will result In pro- 
moting agricultural Interests through- 
out tho province, and guide tlie de- 
partment In institute work* particu- 
larly. ' 
, In conclusion, it is largely'duo to the 
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.efforts, o£.:tho, ^e,oretp.rles ,,and dfrec 
toraV th'att''tHa*;W.6rk for '.the. past year 
has been so successful as ; a whole, 
and it is rhy privllogo- to express the

That there is a great market open 
to British Columbia fruit in the Orient 
Is tho report which H. Duncan, fruit 
commission merchant of Vancouver, 
who went to tho Orient two months 
ago with a sample shipment of Island 
apples, makes to John Drummond, 
manager of tho Victoria Fruit Ex- 
. change. In a letter, received by Mr. 
I5rummond,itl^ls week Mr.,;,, Duncan 
stated'^^that'iiithe- pamplei shipment of 
apples" was eagerly taken by mer- 
chants In both Japan and China and 
provided the growers on this side can 
supply the demand the future shlp- 
.ments will bo readily disposed of. 

Mr. Duncan Is- convinced tliat there 
Is a great market open for Brtilsh 
Columbia fruit. Tho fruit now being 
sold in tho eastern markets Is not, 
he says, anything to compare with the 
fruit of this province either In qual- 
ity or method of packing.: ..JVhilo ho 
had -but a 'sample shipment' of forty 
boxes everywhere he went 'ho was 'be- 
sieged • with questions as to British 
Columbia's ability to supply larger 
quantities and all tlie eastern mer- 
chants with whom he came In contact, 
expressed their admiration of the -fruit 
from this side of the Pacific. 

Kecentiy a shipment of 70,000 boxes 
of apples from Oregon was made by 
a Seattle firm and all was disposed of. 
Tlio American growers are energeti- 
cally pushing this export business and 
Mr. Duncan points out that there Is 
no reason, why the British Columbia 
grower, should^ not forestall the Amer- 
ican ' grrower ' a's .(the shipment ,; made 
from this province Is much better in 
quality than that sent from the Am- 
erican side, and yot the latter was 
quickly disposed of. 

The only question Is the ability of 
British Columbia to supply tho needs 
ot the Orient. Last year there was 
great difficulty experienced in sup- 
plying the local demand. In fact tho 
Victoria fruit growers' exchange could 
not fill ail tho orders received from 
,tlie; J^rairle country. i,--;-v. ,, - : 
v/^Mr.; :Dui\cah. pplnts',.© 
;tho^ traidei of 1 the' east;,is'.;op.eh to' the 
local' growers' the^de'mai}d,'is/puch that 
Unless ' the.'^Brltj8h:'6flWmbla.*j^' growers 
can meet";lt the 'trade "will "inevitably 
go to the' American grower's. The 
fruit from this side of the Pacific 
is wanted and will bo readily taken. 
It Is only a question of whether Brit- 
ish Columbia can meet the demand.

Afternoon .Session, 

J. C. Collins, on behalf of- the com- 
mittee, on resolutions, reported against 
the suggestion, to the government on 
tlie part of this convention re the en- 
gagement of an authority upon tho 
great subject of Irrigation, and In 
favor of the consideration of certain 
other propositions. 

V. D. Curry, of Kamloops, observed 
that perhaps no one In the room was 
better acquainted than tho chairman 
witli the imperative necessity for care- 
ful, education being given upon tho 
vital 'subject of irrigation, as the dry 
belli which formed -the very heart of 
the.^in08t splendid portions of thls pro- 
,'vinee.:,>yas at the present time barren, 
dnd'tiierely' In consequence of the de- 
plorable lack- of Instruction in refer- 
ence to some Intelligent system of Irri- 
gation, while .hprathpr'strongly; .criti- 
cized the- vaiuo'-^pf fmubt'j of ./tfie -'lii'- 
formatlon • whlch^twM^Crr^efved -^^^ 
British Columbla'^£arin~^r£f/''itttid'Skrti- 
cularly those who, lIved " iii '.'the Inter- 
ior, from eastern ■ speakers, who were 
Ignorant of local coridltlbri's. '' ' ■ 
Aid to Farmers. 
Mr. Corbett stated that they had 
waited upon the Hon. Mr. Tatlow and 
represented that owing to the fact in 
the case not only of tlio older but also 
of thcj newer settlers, of tho expensive- 
ness and te.dlpusneas of prepadng a 
pieca "of bushland for cultivation, - the 
government : In addition to the supply 
of stumping, ^po^der ,'iit' reduced rates, 
should grant;jfK!bbiiuS,i'(!if'&y4$^^^^ box, 
and- for these -'.reaBoiiB.-i^^^^ 
apart, from this savlngr lii ithe expense, 
settlors 'would be materi^Uy.encourafi:- 
ed by tho knowledge tliat ttio govern- 
ment was aiding them to overcome 
their serious and peculiar . dlfflcultles. 
Tho government would bo directly 
benefited tlHrough the receipt of a 
quicker return In the shape of taxa- 
tion from the land, whicli would ho 
earlier brought under cultivation. Mr. 
Tatlow had thanked tliom for bringing 
this inatter before him, owing to tho 
circumstance that he had already been 
considering a slight reduction in tho 
rate of provincial taxation, and had 
enquired of them whether in their 
opinion an allowance upon stuui])lng 
powder would be more popular than 
sucli a reduction in taxation. Two ot 
tlie three members of the comniltteo 
had most emphatically decided |n favor 
of the bounty upon stumping powder. 

Upon motion of Mr. Corbett, se- 
conded by Mr. Phillips, It was resolv- 
ed to re-affirm tlie following resolu- 
tion, wliich was passed uiion tlii.'s sub- 
ject last year: - 

"That in view of th" srrent difficulty 
and expense connected witli the clear- 
ing of land in British Columbia, tho 
government bo asked to seriously con- 
elder tho, advisability of still further 
cheapening tho cost of stumping pow- 
der to farmers, either by a system of 
rebates,' or otherwise, us may bo deem- 
ed advisable."

Bounty on Coyotes. 

Mr. Dllworth, of Kelowna, strongly 
urged the increase of the bounty upon 
coyotes to per scalp, owing to the 
destructlveness of these animals among 
fowl and sheep, as the; present bounty 
was not quite high enough to encour- 
age young rnen to hunt out and des- 
troy these pests. 

Upon iinotion of the resolution, com- 
mittee It was resolved that this bounty 
should be increased to $3 per head. 

G. Mathewson, of Olcanagan, stated 
that he lost yearly through coyotes 
from 100 to 150 chickens, while .he was 
prevented through the same cause 
from going into sheep, which -was 
perhaps the most profitable in- 
dustry in the country. Grouse; quail, 
and pralrio chickens were also de- 
stroyed, and even In tho Interests ' of 
game preservation It woul(J pay the 
government to raise this particular 
bounty to-$5 a head. 

Mr. Palmer — I may say for the in- 
formation of the convention that dur- 
ing the year the government has paid 
out $12,573 in bounties upon wolves, 
panthers and coyotes. 

Upon motion of Mr. Heatherbell, of 
Metchosin, the government was cor- 
dially thanked for the increase of tlie 
bounty upon wolves from $7.50 to $15. 
Noxious'^Weeds 

Very strong complaint rwas made 
that the ) Canadian • thlstlo' peat- was 
mado much-i more prevalent ; owing ; to 
tho unrestrained presence , of ; , thistles 
upon Indian reserves, ' while. It ; was 
urged tliat tlio strict eniforcerhent of 
the law sliould be placed directly in 
charge of the provlnolaT ■Constables. 

Upon motion of; Mr, Jackson, sec- 
anded by Mr.'i-.MathewBOn,' It was re- 
I'olved that' ■ , the 'govorflnient bo re- 
quested to secure the stricter' enforce- 
ment of tho Thistle Act. 

Mr. Palmer observed that the de- 
partment should bo kept . Informed In 
respect to tl)o -non-enforcement of the 
Noxious Weeds Act in the diff crept 
parts of the proVinco V/'here this par-, 
tleuiar pest existed, an^l especially "in 
tho case of unoreanized districts. 

Mr. Collins brought upXtho question 
of the adulteration and ithA;- inspection

. More 'Hjndu Ittlsatlop occupied, . the 
attention bt'.Mr; 'Justice Irving yester- 
<jay when jiirgot Slnfh, Santa Singh, 
Naraln SIngli and Boda Singh brought 
action for damages for inallcloufj pros- 
ocu'tlon against Bhuta ;Slngh, who had 
charged the four with stealing $30 and 
a suit of clothes valued. at $3.50 on 
which charge they were- arrested and 
Imprisoned two days. Thb charge was 
Afterwards dismissed. . P. W.'. Peters 
appeared for the clftlmant, but .Bhuta 
Singh was unrepresented. G. D. Ku- 
mar explained that hie had failed to 
get a lawyer because he had not paid 
"tlio sulllclent fee." 
■ Mr. Peters in outlining, the case, said 
the Hlndu.i had lived in a house at 
Spratt's wliarf and all except Bhutfi 
had been leaving and had sent an ejd- 
prcsaman for their goods. A dispute 
lU-oso over thq owner.ship of the stove 
and a fight ensued in which Santa 
Singh was injured. Bhuta Singh was 
prosecuted for assault and was con- 
victed and filled. ' On Oct. 30, Bhuta 
Singh laid information in the police 
court charging the four others with 
the theft of $30 and a suit of clothes, 
and on .the plaintiffs own evidence 
they,., were, disnilssfid.

Tho proposed amendment to the 
■Victoria Water Works act of 1873 took 
up tho whole of yesterday morning Tje 
fore tho private bills conimitteo, tlie 
hearing being finally adjourned until 
,thls morning at 10.30. Thoru wus a 
long discussion as to clause 2 which is 
a reaffli'niation of the city's powers as 
originally given, but' tho decision ^vaa 
reserved l)yjthe.,commlttee. ' Tlio rest 
of the bill rjWM^\¥gji'i»pjis.throuBh an'& 
adopted, with B6nie';'amehdments, with 
the result that there only, remains for 
consideration: -some I an;iendlng; clauses 
sought to be added by E. 'V. BbdwcH 
ICC, .on behalf of Oak , Bay and 
Soanicii. ' These were not reached yes 
terdoy,' but will be considered tills 
morning. 

At tho outset Chairman ^oss sug 
gested that the. preamble had been 
sufflciently 'dlsoussed;* and ''that "clause 
2, the. rpally... ,'co^itentiO>i8 Jse.cjlpn, bo 
taken up.''" This clause "pirovldes .that 
the powers, rights, and privileges. c6n> 
.ferred, up(>n4he city .j'of '.'VictOria'.by thb 
Water 'AVorka act' of i87'3 and 'amondr 
ing acts are ratified and confirmed to 
tiio corporation. 

Victoria's Contention, 
In supporting this clause AV. J. 
Taylor, K. C, said that an important 
principle was involved with the result 
that by their decision the cominltteo 
would have to shoulder tho responsi- 
bility of deciding whether or no rights 
conferred on a municipal corporation, 
not for gain but for tho public bene- 
lil, should be affirmed or subordliv 
ated to later claims of a private cor- 
poration organized for 'gain only. Ho 
did not propose to abuse the officers 
'of the Ksqulmalt Water Works com- 
iiany. On the contrary, he conceded 
willingly that they were riulto en- 
titled to make the best bargain they 
could for themselves, and similarly 
those responsible for tho conduct of 
tho affaUd of tho corporation of tho 
city of Victoria were in duty bound to 
protect to the uttermost the Interests 
of the public which had been com- 
mitted to their charge. 

Counsel said that tho point he 
wished to make was that the 'city Iiad 
been .grrantedv .paramount .,rights as 
regards, watep, within' ap,, area, of. 20 
miles '-surrounding the city - of i Victoria 
by their act of 1873, and that thesei 
rights had been carefully.' preserved by 
subsequent legislaUon.^,',,^Con'se(iuentIy 
tho committee cpuld^^'bavjel no .'hesita- 
tion in passing' thaTcIause asked for, 
which merely reaffii-med these rights^ 
Reviewing, the. legislation, Mr. Taylor 
read ffpm tlie act;of 1873 the^-ppwers 
originally giyen;:to the' c'lty.^ S^i next 
Ieglsratlbh'...\vas " the '"first" charter" 6h\ 
tained by'thp" Esquimdlt fSV'ater "Works 
Co. This was granted ' in 1885, but 
merely conferred the right to tak6 
water- f rom-,Thetis, lake. Tliis lake was 
at too low' an elevation to be of value 
to the 'city of Victoria, an'd so the api 
pIlcatlon:,.wa^ .not; opposed, .rr>-._- ;' 

In i89'2 thb'Estiuimalt Water Works 
Co, asked for leave to go to 'Gold- 
stream. At that time it was admitted 
that Victoria had paramount rights in 
that district, and tho act passed In 
that year showed that those paramount 
rights had riot been ' diminished. Read- 
ing from the act he showed that in 
the preamble it was stated that It was 
advisable to grant the prayer subject 
to the rights of the city.' Further on 
In the act. In the operative clauses, tho 
power asked for 'was given subject to 
tho rights of Victoria. That would 
seem to be conclusive, but the legis- 
lature went still further, and added 
another clause saying tlia,t nothing In 
the act should be hfld to limit or dero- 
gate from tile Yights of tlie city.

Mr. Taylor— An- oplrilbn^vhas been 
given by Mr. Davis and |!Mr.l<Bodwell 
and myself to the effect ;;HhatI these 
rights remain. unlmpilriBdMri. the city, 
but they have beeiftdlspated and may 
be contested in their courts. ^ Of ..courso 
It does not follow that,.^;..the.i judges 
will hold tho fame view^^th'at-i'Wp have 
taken, though I think .tliat aijy'' action 
started by the water company on these 
lines would end disastrously. Our chief 
reason la that the city wants water at 
once and does not want to be blocked 
by harassing litigation which might 
last over two or three years. Also in 
declaration of this kind ati this- time 
would make it easier for us to secure 
tho necessary capital. 

Mr. Garden — When was -the Judg- 
ment of tho privy council given? 
Does not that affect it? 

Mr. Taylor replied that the decision 
was given in li)07 but did not touch 
the point raised in committee, as It 
was not in issue In that suit. The 
privy council bad held tlu-.t the Esciui- 
mult Water Works charter was nof 
controlled by tho "Water Clause.s act. 

Counsel went on to point out that 
the legislature )iad passed another act 
at the .same session as tho E.'fquiinalt 
Water Works Act. Tills wa-a in 
amendment of tlio Victoria Water 
Works Act of 1873, but tlio same pow- 
ers were exi)reKsly re-enactod. Tluis 
there could be no (lue.stlon an in the in- 
tention of the legialature. Tho city 
was not. aslcing for any new or addi- 
tional powers and the Ksciuimalt com- 
pany really had no right to be lioard. 

Mr. Henderson — If I remember right 
last year a great deaf turned on the 
form of expropriation which would be 
used under tills clause. 

Mr. Taylor— Last -year wn asliod for 
an' express power to tunnel, as it Is 
doubtful whether we lihvo tho power 
to do that. That plan has been aban- 
doned, and we arc not asking for that 
power now. 

Mr. Thomson — We offered you tho 
right to tunnel last year. 

Mr, Taylor— Tliii riglit was hedged 
around with ■such a numbfir of now 
ohllgatlon.s that wo withdrew tho bill. 
Among them was- that If wo wanted 
any of tho Esqulmalt Water Works 
property we sliould have to talco it all. 
We thought that the dainago inflicted 
on tho rest of tho property by taking 
any part of it was a question for the 
arbitrators in fixing tho compensation. 

Mr. Ross— Would this act improve 
your situation in regard to litigation? 

Mr. , Taylor— I think so. . It would' 
certainly help luj In mtijcing our finan- 
cial, arrangomciits. ' . ', 

Mr. Ro.ys — In that case would it not 
have a correspondingly bud effect, on 
tho securities of tho Esqulmalt Water 
Worsts company?

Mr. Taylor — Wo don't want to go to 
Goldstream, but they have really como 
between us and Soolcc. Wo wish to go 
there by plpo lino and will not touch 
thoir property. Before wo can finance 
tho project, wc must be able to con- 
vince tho capitalists tliat there Is 'no- 
thing to fear. 

Mr. Ross — Your Idea is that it Is 
very imjiortant to consider . tho capi- 
talist before getting his money, but not 
afterwards? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Taylor — Wo are not changing 
tho situation, , and they Invested with 
their eyes ,open, and -in any event we 
cannot take anything without paying 
for It. Their attitude is especially un- 
fair In that the possibility that Vic- 
toria may at ono time buy their plant 
is one of their chief assets. But for 
Victoria their plant would have Uttlo 
value and if wo can get our own works 
it will make that contingency les/ 
probable and so reduce tho value uf 
their works. 

The Company's Position 

In reply, A. P. Luxton, K.C., mad« 
the point that the capitalist argument 
cut both ways. Tills legislation would 
make It harder for the company to 
raise money. 

If they don't want Goldstream why 
not insert a clause exempting us? 

Mr, Taylor — This council does not 
want Goldstream but It would .not bo 
right to tie tho hands of the city for 
all time to come. 

Mr. Luxton's main argument was 
that the saving clauses in tho Esqui- 
mau Water Works company merely 
had tho effect of not shutting the city 
off from acquiring the • water if the 
Esquimau company did not take it. 
Tho city could have stepped In at any 
time before tho water was utilized. It 
had not done so and now was debarred. 
Ho also referred to tho obligation that 
the company was under to supply tho 
city at 15 months' notice. In order to 
be able to meet this demand tho com- 
pany had expended ' $100,000 without' 
any return so far. Mr. "Taylor eug- 
gested that if this obligation was 
found onerous a release could be ob- 
tained. Mr. Luxton went on to point 
out that tho property -v.-as only valu- 
able by reason of the' works which had 
been constructe-' and with the growth 
of the district generally the company 
had a large field ojien to It quite apart 
from tho city of Victoria. 
. Mr. Henderson — Is not tho real ques- 
tion this, Mr' Taylor? You waiit to bo 
able to expropriate in the ordinary 
way instead of -under the Water 
Clauses Consolidation Act? 

Mr. Taylor — No, it is for the purpose 
of confirming tho powers that we have. 
It Is a matter of principle.' 

Mr. Luxton thori:'.read the rhost re- 
cent offer made.i to tho city to supiily 
water at 4 coMts'a gallon. 

Senator Macdoiiald rose to protest 
against the power, to levy a frontage 
water tax being retained. Taxpayers 
already paid for tho water works as 
well as the water and tho extra tax 
was unfair. . ' 

T. e. Sorby objected to the city being 
allowed to turn tho surplus derived 
from water rates Into tho general 
fund. It ought to bo placed to the cre- 
dit of capital account against renew- 
als. Mr. Rayniur informed tho com- 
mittee that tho water system formerly 
ran behind and still owed tho city $58,- 
000. It was decided to let the clh-uso 
."itand. 

Tlio committee then adjourned, 
clause 2 b5"ing taken under advise- 
ment. Mr. BodweU'.s amendments will 
be considered this morning.

Vancouver, 
who went to the Orient ' tiyb snvonths 
ago -with a sample shipment: of Island 
apples, . mokeajj,- to ?, John- , Drummond, 
manager of theyVlct'oria'-Fruit Ex- 
change. In 0, lelte'ir. "received by Mr. 
Drummond this week Mr. Duncan 
stated that the sample shipment of 
apples was eagerly taken by mer- 
chants In both Japan and China and 
provided tho growers on this side can 
supply tho demand tho future ship- 
ments will be readily disposed of. 

Mr. Duncan is- convinced that there 
is a great market open for Brtilsh 
Columbia fruit. The fruit now being 
sold :ln, thq ..easterns mflycltets .;,^l8„..,not, 
he ; says, r anything , to.;coropai'ei:%ltb , tho 
fruit of this province 'either In - qual- 
ity or method of packing. While ho 
had but a sample shipment of forty 
boxes everywhere he went he was bc- 
slosod ■ with questions as to British 
Columbia's ability to supply larger 
quantities and all the eastern mer- 
chants with whom he came in contact, 
expressed their admiration of the fruit 
from tills side of the Pacific. 

Recently a shipment. .of 70,000 boxes 
of apples from^Oregon was made by 
a Seattle firm and'ail-was disposed of. 
The ' American, growers are energeti- 
cally pushing -.this, export business and 
Mr., jDuncan . pointsA out that there Is 
no re'tlson . wliy the British Columbia 
grower should not forestall the Amer- 
ican grower as the shipment made 
from this province is much better in 
quality than that sent from the Am- 
erican side, and yot the latter was 
quickly disposed of. 

The only question is tho ability oi: 
British Columbia to supply tho needs 
of the Orient. Last year there was 
great difficulty experienced in sup- 
plying.i^^tb&ilocal demand. . .Tn fact the 
Victoria jfruit'growerB)''\excbange could 
not fill- ail the orders 'received from 
tiio Prairie country. , 
. Mr. Duncan points out that wlii'^ 
tho trade of the east is open to th<3 
local growers tho demand is sucli that 
unless tho British Columbia growers 
can meet it tho trade will inevitably 
go to tho American growers. The 
fruit from this side ot the Pacific 
is wanted and will be readily taken. 
It Is only a question of whether Brit- 
ish Columbia can meet the demand. 



RAILWAY COMMITTEE 



Application of Grand Trunk Pacific is 
Held Over, for Consideration 



The railwuit coTi.mittci j'iJo'.;erdaj-rij" 
servcd their decision' on the question 
of tho application of the Pacific Nor- 
thern and Omineca railway for an ex- 
tension, of time. This \a a Grand 
Trunk concern and their solicitor, 
D'Arcy Tate, assured the committee 
that tho corppany was not asking for 
a renewal'^ot thd' lapsed 'sUbsidy.

In Woman's Realm 



HERE ^l\ID 'THERE 

There arc few more bcautifur ijlaces 
In Canada than the old homo, of the 
Acadlans ■ around the Baslh of Minns. 
It might easily be Imuglned that there 
would bo' tew more hcialthful regions 
than Hunts County, where, though' 
towns and ■villages arc scattered along 
the shores of the bUBln of Mlnas and 
Cobetiuld Bay and dotted though the 
rich meadows or surrounded '-by fra- 
grant old orchards, there aro no 
crowded cities wliorp poverty and 
want oC .spuce combine to breed 
disease. Yet It Is Dr. Blacli, the 
member for thin county who, a few 
days ago. In his place In the House 
of Commons urged upon the govern-' 
ment the necessity of establishing a 
Dominion Bureau of Health. 

There Is not, It was pointed out, 
any one body who can deal with this 
question. By the , constitution the 
Federal government is empowered to 
make regulations which will, if. ob- 
served, prevent dlseaso 'frorii' entering 
the country. 

The provincial, governments, arid the 
municipalltleg div.lde' "between tliem 
the responsibility of making' . regula- 
tions concerning the health oC. the 
people who live Ia.lt. ' 

It was jjointed out b.v the minister of 
agriculture that If sucli a bureau were 
created its chief funcil6n would be In 
the direction of spreading among tlio 
peoi)lo a linowledge of the laws of 
liealth and of sanitary -science. Even 
if tills is true the work would be a 
very important one. The men who In 
any country Investigate the causes of 
disease, tlie best methods oE.cure and 
the moat litliciont means of prevention 
do a great work In nation .building. 

More important still, perluvps, would 
be tho preparation, of works which 
would set forth in simple . language 
what has been learned concerning the 
proper care of our bodies. • If people 
were convinced that certain ways of 
living would keep them well,, a largo 
proportion of tliem would follow those 
ways. There Is no doubt that ignor- 
ance is still responsible for many of 
tho ills that flesh Is heir to. In tho 
physical- as- well as. In tlic spiritual 
world men. and women will always sin 
against light and icnowledge. ' Yet wo 
never think' of this as a reason why 
missionaries and preachers should not 
strive to enlighten them. Why sliould 
there not be teaching as definite as 
it can be made concornlug tho laws of 
health? 

* * . * ■ ' 

Yet It is surprising how greatly doc- 
tors differ among themselves concern- 
ing what Is needed for our physical 
well-being. So for as can be' learned, 
tliey are not agreed upon such simple 
matters as the kind and quantity of 
food wo should eat, the clothing we 
ought to wear or the number of hours 
of sleep we require. The oho thing 
upon which they do agree is the ne- 
cesslty of cleanliness.- Pure air, pure 
water, clean inllk. '.tinadultomted food, 
and houses, and streets free;' from any 
suspicion of filth with scrupulous per- 
sonal cleanliness are now insisted up-' 
on by every book of hygiene and by 
every 'one who. pretends to a know- 
ledge of the Science of health. How 
In' large cities, or Indeed In small ones, 
that degree of •cleanliness ne'edful for 
heal til can be ' secured- Is a-problem; 
that- the world is engaged In" solving/ 
How can the - air of li crowded iehe-' 
ment be pure? By what iirocess can- 
the clothing of the very poor be -kept" 
clean? These are questione that 'baf-- 
fie the sanitarians and philanthropists' 
of the centres of population. • Great 
advances have-been made in the course- 
of the centuries. Diseases which for-^ 
merly carried; off. the people by thou-- 
sands have disappeared and every year: 
Is robbing wliat were loolted upon as' 
the most deadly epidemics of their- 
power to destroy h'uniari , lIfo;_ .' That 
this good work will 'StlH go OW we may 
confidently expect. . . : 

In our own city alisoluto cleanliness 
should be obtainable. ,W.e, have In. our 
salt laden air and In the. iwlnds ■ that 
sweep across ,the water from the Olym- 
pian mountains art' atmosphere which 
tile forces of nature render pure and 
wholesome. We liave na cro.wded . al- 
leys from which the llfc-glving light is 
shut out. Our water is, we are told, 
free from dangerous Impuritle.i and wo 
hope next season that It will be plen- 
tiful. The sewerage system, though 
not complete, is good. Yet no one 
would speak of Victoria ns a city not- 
ed for its cleanliness. The ofllcials of 
tho corporation, while perhaps not as 
energetic or as ' tlioroiigh aa they 
might be, are doing something to- 
ward.« cleaning up the iitrcelH, and 
boulevards are extending in many di- 
rections. But until every householder 
and the owner of every business place 
In Victoria determines, not only to put 
his or her premises in order, ljut to 
keep tliom so, tho clt.v will not he 
really clean. This could be done with- 
out overworking anybody it wo only 
I)0!3sessed the public spirit so con.spicu- 
OU3 in any city that Is really well 
managed. 

If in addition to this individual ef- 
fort, the powors that bo insisted that 
every owner of an empty lot should 
either put it In order or, pay toi doing 
.HO the city might, before tho beginning 
of summer present . a .far. neater, and 
what Is far more important, a cleaner 
appearance. 

* • • «. 

The plan taken by Colonel Waring, 
the first street . commissioner of New 
York, Is being adopted In' oth«ir cltl'»s 
with good results. He formed tho 
school •.children, into, juvenile leagues 
whose duty It was to prevent, observe 
ana report any neglect of sanitation In 
their several , dlstrif-ts.

or the senses will bo reiftovcd and not 
before. With this removal most of tho 
sickness among the children will dis- 
appear. There in no more need for 
tho pupils In our schools to suffer 
from scarlet fever, diphtheria or even 
ihuinps, measles or whooping cough 
than there was in past eonturlen tor 
whole- countries to be desolated by tho 
plague or cholera. The day has gone 
by when men believe that these dis- 
eases and tliclr like were due to the 
visitation of God. 

Every . one In British Columbia will 
be glad to see tho civil Bervants fair- 
ly and properly : provided for when 
their working days aro over. It la Im- 
])ortant that the public work of tho 
l)rovlnce shall bo faithfully and ef- 
ficiently performed. Perhaps no one 
who enters tho civil service can liopo 
to grow rich. But every one In tho 
erhploy of tho province .<<hould earn a 
sufHclent salary to maintain hini or 
her In comfort and respectability. No 
one win tliink that the scale of sal- 
aries .is too- high or that promotion Is 
too rapid. Still it is well to kno-w ex- 
actly what- Is' to be exp-ebtfed ' by those 
who enter upon this w'orK"' ---'^ ■ ' '

SALVAGE CIMIM ON ^ 
SCHOONER MELROSE 

Pu^et' Souncl Tugboat Co, 
Asks $5,000 for Taking 
Vessel From, Position 



Some interesting points are e.-cpcct- 
cd to be brought up hi a salvage case 
which vlias arisen as a result of a claim 
brought-. by the-Puget Sound Tugboat 
conapajny;; for '$5,000 on account of tho 
aorylces. rendered by the tug Tyee In 
tpvvlng the schooner Jlclrose from a 
dangerous position into which ahe was 
blown during a strong gale on Janu- 
ary 19 insldo the-Brotchie ledge bea- 
coa and near the Dallas road foreshore. 
Til© ,Srelroso sailed up thp straits dur- 
ing the night having her canvas blown 
away and; a 'J>6bih . broken van<l blown 
before the wind she trrdught;up. to an* 
anchor well' inside Brofchlo ledge, oft 
the Dallas ros^d foreshore, and Capt. 
JlcCarron 'and the second officer,, (camo 
ashore, the captain remaining aallor'e 
until nightfall. When the news of tho 
predicament of the Melrose was re- 
ported the tug William Jolllffe, of the, 
li. C. Salvage company, went out and 
offered assistance which -ivas not tak- 
en. The salvage tug was tied up at 
the outer wharf and stood by all day 
in case her .services should bo requir- 
ed. Meaiuvhlie, Capt. McCarron, who 
remained in the. city, went to tho 
agents of - tho Puget Sound Tugboat 
company to arrange for the coming 
of tlio tug Tyeo, which had been order- 
ed from Port Townsend for tho sclioon- 
cr. When the Tyee arrived the wind 
had increased, and It was neces.sary 
to have the assistance of the salvage 
tug William Jolllffe to worlt the Mel- 
l-o.sc from her dangerous po.sltion. This' 
was done by the WUIlani Jolllffe be- 
ing taken out and anchored to steady 
the Ti-eo which made a line ..fast to, 
the William Jolllffe and ■ put another 
line on the Melrose. Capt. McCarron 
meanwhile -was not on board and ho 
assorts now that -thi! Tyee took hold 
of his' schooner against his ordorfl. It 
was "statea at the time that salvage 
claims had been preferred against tho 
Alelroap .,an4 . thej vessel was delayed 
lioro until tlia.l n'ejct , morning-. when ar- 
rangements: w.ere made to *eleaae her 
und she proceeded to 'Port -To wn'send.
